Trevelyan Pays His Compliments to Cham- 
berlain—A Liberal Victory—The Boulau-

Loxpox, July 30.—Gladstone’s long speech 
last night after the private dinner tendered 
him at the National Liberal Club, was a miracle 
of exuberance and confident high spirits. He 
has never told a more suceessful story than 
the reply of his Tory lady friend to 
his remark: Is it not an established 
fact that at the general election some months 
ago I was extinguished?’’ ‘‘Yes,’’ she an- 
swered, ‘‘but you are popping up again.’’ He 
told this with the shvest of smiles, his eve- 
brows elevated apparently several inches. 
The points of his speech, which lasted an hour 
and forty minutes, were about the abaadon- 
ment of the land purchase bill 
and the retention of the Irish members. 
Chamberlain bad a bad time last night. Glad- 
stone made a sarcastic and smiling reference 
to ‘‘his enjoyment of the comfortable ease of 
the society in which he now mixes, with the 
satisfaction of those who toil not, neither do 
do they spin. Even tbe courteous and gen- 
tlemanly Trevelyan can stand Chamberlain no 
longer, but has turned upon him with 

THE FOLLOWING PERSONAL TESTIMONIAL: 

It is notin Chamberlain's nature to make an 
admission or withdrawal without doing some- 
thing for the purpose of paying out the person 
to whom he is apologizing. In dealing with 
him one has to watch every loop-hole. My 
experience from the whole business is that I 
am fortunate in having come out of the close 
and confidential personal relations with 
Chamberlain, without his being able to bring 
against me one more serious charge than this 
which he has trumped up in his letter.“ 

DILLON’S STATEMENT. 

The most striking occurrence in last even- 
ing’s debate was the biographical state- 
ment pathetically deliverea by Dillon. 
Referring to the fourth clause of the land bill 
and the Irish members, be said: ‘‘lThey 
have been told that this clause will take away 
thelr stock in trade.

| SUCCESS AT LAST. 


THE STREETS WILL BE SPRINKLED ON THE 
8TH PROX. 


After Numerous Narrow Escapes the Project 
Will Be Carried Out—CounciJman Ro- 


to theiBil!—Thirty-Two Districts Already 
Awarded—Contractors Must File Their 
Bonds on Monday or Forfeit Their Secu- 
rities. 


After many perilous passes in its long course 
the street-sprinkiing project has finally been 
successfully carried through the Municipal 
Assembly, and the Post-DISPaTcH is to-day 
enabled to announce the fact that on Monday 
week thesystem will be inaugurated. When 
the Council met last night Councilmen 
O'Malley and Rohan of the Commit- 
tee on Public Improvements reported 
the contracts, which were approved. 
Mr. Rohan was very much hurt at the criti- 
cism on his first refusal to recommend the ap- 
proval of the contracts on account of the pro- 
vision in the old ordinance. It appears that 
the point was first suggested by Water-Com- 
missioner Holman,who has not beengan ardent 
advocate of the measure. On learning the 
source of the information Mr. Rohan gave more 


consideration to the arguments based 
on it than they deserved. The 
fact that he was coinciding with 
others who were interposing technical 


objections between the expressed will of 75,- 
000 citizens and the fulfillment of their wish 


did not seem to impress him sufficiently to 
deter him from assuming the position in 
which he might be criticised. Mr. Rehan’s 
expressions have always been very friendly to 
tne project. 
IN MAKING THE REPORT 

last night Mr. O'Malley also expressed himself 
as aggrieved at the c: mments of the Poser 
DISPATCH. On the vote the Councilmen with- 
out exception approved the thirty-two awards 
submitted last night. 

The fight was long and the outcome doubtful. 
The city had been portioned off into districts 
by street sprinkling companies, who had 
agreed between themselves to leave the citi- 
zens to the mercy of the contractors sprink- 
ling the territory. There was no competition, 
undthe citizen who refused to accede to the 
outrageous demands of the avaricious 
sprinkler often found himself enjoying the 
unwelcome and somewhat humiliating dis- 
tinction of having the only dusty patch on the 
street in front of his house. While the 
citizen recognized the dust piles as monu- 
ments of his independence they were always 
liable to be received 75 strangers as the evi 
dence of penury, and by neighbors as a great 
nuisance. The street-sprinkling project 
threatened to ruin the enormous profits of 
the contractors and they were accordingly 
active to protect this monopoly. Frequent 
caucuses were held and the wishes of these 
caucuses were reflected at the City Hall with 
untortunate frequency. Atevery. step secret 
efforts were made to balk the plan. It Is 
conceded by ali that the plan could never have 
been carried against the powerful opposition 
except by the aid of a vigilant newspaper. 
The end crownsthe work, arduous as it was. 
THIS MORNING STREET-COMMISSIONERK TURNER 
was at his desk at the City Hall before some of 
the clerks appeared. When a reporter called 
upon him to ask when the stre¢t sprinkling 
will be inaugurated he replied: 

„On the 8th of August. I have just 
written a letter to each contractor 
whose contract was affirmed, informing him 
of the fact and instructing him to commence 
work on next Monday week. Under the terms 
of the contracts they have eight days in which 
to prepare forthe work. Thev must procure 
reducers for the plags, must turnish the 
Water Commissioner with the location of the 
plugs they wish to use,ete. The sprinkling 
will be begun on the sth. 

‘‘Will there be a surplus with which to 
sprinkle from March, 1883, to g of 
the fiscal year? * . 

Jean tsay. That depends on the expendi- 
tures of this year. There will, of course, be 
deductions on one account or another from 
the face of the contracts.

From these facts it appears that the sprink- 


ling pian willbe inaugurated at once. The 
warmest of the official friends of the 
plan do not expect that it will 


prove perfect. The undertaking is largely 
experimental, but it is getting it out of the 
hands of private contractors and making easy 
the work of perfecting the plan. The city 
should be sprinkied more frequently than 
twice a day, and the contractors should draw 
their water supply from private plugs inthe 
opinion of some of the officials. Both 
these questions can only de settled 
by an experiment. After this year the plan 
would take about 5200, 000 out of the municipal 
revenue of $2,500,000, which isa big item and 
which willcripple some of the departments. 
The special tax per front foot is recommended 
as the best plan to obviate this. It would 
not amount to more than 8 cents per 
foot. These bills would be made out at the 
City Hall and collected by the contractors. 
Before long, an amendment of this character 
will be submitted for a ote of the people. 
Should this carry the greatest obstacle, viz: 
the limited financial provisions, would be over- 
come. All these questions cun be determined 
only by the results of the enforcement of the 
present bill.

CONFESSED JUDGMENT. 


Failure tm Business of Louis Halle, the 
Liquor Dealer. 


Louis Halle, wine and liquor merchant, 508 
North Broadway, contessed judgment in Judge 
Valliant’s court this morning in favor of the 
following creditors: Gustave Rosenberg for 
$5,373.50, F. A. Bensberg & Co. for $1,279.62, 
and the Fifth National Bank for $500, and this 
morning the Sheriff levied on all the property 
belonging to the defendant located in the 
premises No. 608 North Broadway, consisting 
of a various assortment of wines, liquors, 
cigars, store txtures, books and accounts, 
and closed the store. Also, ten barrels of 
whisky and ten cases of wine, stored in Me- 
Pheeters’ warehouse, situated on the corner 
of Biddle and the Levee. 

A POST-DISPATCH representative called at 
the wine store but failed to see Mr. Halle, as 
that gentleman had diseppeared. He next 
turned his attention to the defendant’s attor- 
uey in the matter, Mr. Franklin Ferris, who 
turned him over to Mr. Rowell of the firm of 
Fisher & Rowell, who are associated with him 
in the case, 


that Mr. Halle’s liabilities are in round num- 
bers about $30,000, of which $10,000 is owed to 
Messrs. Dupont & Co., of Bordeaux, France, 
and the rest in New York and the Kast. 

MR. HALLE 
claims that his assets amount to about $25,000, 


of which $17,000 are in stock and goods on 
hand, and the balance, $8,000, consists of out- 
standing debts due him.

In ** 1884, the business firm of Halle & 
Metealf was dissolved, Halle continuing the 


business. At this time R. G. Dun & Co. 
rated him as a shrewd business man, but 
without credit. He afterward opened 


up business as a wholesale wine and liquor 
dealer, which business he carried on in con- 
junction with his cigar trade, and seemed to 
do weill in both. 

In 188 he removed his entire stock and bus 
ness from Third and Pine to its pres- 
ent quarters and advertised as an 
importer of foreign wines and cigars. 
His @usiness seemed to prosper, and the ist 
of lost January he claimed that his stock, 
outstanding credita and cash amounted to 
about $37,924, andin June, 1887, he claimed to 
be worth about $21,000 over and above ali Ha- 
bilities. 

His failure is a complete suprise to all with 
whom he was doing business, except the par- 
ties to the judgments to-day confessed iu the 
Circuit Court. 

Ifhe can make satisfactory arrangements 
Mr. Halle Will continue his business, cither in 
his own name or for the benefit of his cred- 
itors.

A GENERAL ATTACK ON THE NEW YORK 
STOCK EXCHANGE LIST. 


Prices Take a Downward Plunge—The Re- 
ported Embarrassment of Harry Powers 
Causes a General Pasic—Several Fail- 
ures—The Attack Strengthened by the 
Suspension of the Columbian Bank of 
Philadelphia—Henry 8. Ives & Co. Con- 
cerned in the Latter Failure. 


New Tonk, July 30.—The selling yesterday 
which caused the heavy liquidation in the 
afternoon developed into a panic at the open- 
ing of the Stock Exchange this morning and 
stocks were sold at any sacrifice, the only 
object of the brokers seeming to be the clos- 
ing of accounts of ruined speculators. 
The greatest cause of the decline 
was the non-appearance of Harry Powers, 
who took the place of Russell Sage as the lead- 
ing writer of privilege on the street. His busi- 
ness was enormous and many operators held 
bis puts and calls as security against their 
stocks. At the office of Gould 4 Henry, who 
do the most of Powers Stock 
Exchange business, no statement can 
be obtained, although one of the attaches ad- 
mitted that Powers was embarrassed, but 
would probably come out all right, and settie 
everything in full. There need be no suspen- 
sion to-day, even though he is bankrupt, as 
the half-boliday prevents any stock being put 
to him te-day. 

THE ATTACK ON STOCKS. 

The Post’s financial article says: There 
was no definite cause assigned for the decline 
in prices this morning, aside from the general 
atteck which has been made on the market 
the past week. The managers of this attack 
on the market were strengthened to-day bythe 
suspension ot the Columbian Bank of Fhiladel- 
phia, which, it is claimed, supplied a con- 
siderable proportion of the money by which 
Henry S. Ives & Co. have been enabled to 
carry on their negotiations for some time. 
At the office of Henry 8. Ives & Co. it 
was said that Mr. Ives was not in the 
city. Hu partner, Mr. George H. Stayner, 
was in but was too@usy to talk to newspaper 
reporters. It was claimed this morning by 
friends of Mr. Ives that the Columbian Bank 
was indebted tothe firm of Henry S. Ives & 
Co. The general belief in the street, however, 
is that the account stands the other way.’’ 

FAILURES. 

U. D. Cameau of i New street, a member of 
the Consolidated Exchange, has failed. Two 
hundred shares of New York & New England 
stock were sold for him undder the 
rule. J. C. Helm. another broker in the Con- 
solidated Ei Hang, has failed, and 1, 100 
shares of St. Paul and 120 shares of Lake Shore 
were sold out under the rule for his account. 
His indebtedness to the clearing-house will 
probably not exceed $2,000. 

POWERS HARD PRESSED. 

In regard to Harry Powers, the Post says: 
Late yesterday afternoon reports were flying 
around that Harry H. Powers, a weil-known 
put-and-call broker on the street, was in 
trouble, that he would be unable to meet hi 
contracts, and through that bring down 
the brokerage firm of Gould & Henry. 
Mr. Kennedy of the firm of H. I. Nicholas & 
Co., hearing the rumor in regard to Powers’ 
standing, called upon the firm for a deposit of 
5 per cent margin which he was entitled to on 
a600-share contract of the firm which he held. 
He could not find any member of the 
firm und was unable to get a check 
for the amount. Mr. Kennedy did not 
care to wait and sold the 500 shares on the 
Stock Exchange for the account of Gould & 
Henry. The price obtained was 92 and the 
loss on the transaction to the firm was only 
$375. Gould & Henry said that the whole ghing 
was a biunder, and that the house had not 
suspended, snd did notintendto. It was said 
that Powers was simply a little pressed for 
money and had gone to one of his uncles, who 
is reputed to be worth $1,500,000, and expected 
to raise sufficient money to relieve the press- 
ure. At the office of Gould & Henry, this 
morning, it was learned that Powers had not 
yet arrived with the money, but they were ex- 
pecting him every minute. Further than that, 
nothing would be said. 

STAYNER’S DENIAL. 

George Stayner of the firm of H. 8. Ives & 
Co. denies that any Cealings with 
his firm embarrassed the Columbian 
Bank of Philadelphia, and he states 
that the bank is indebted to his firm inthe sum 
of $67,000. Ives, he says, has gone to Cincin- 
nati to attend the railroad meeting there. 

THE POWERS FAILURE. 

The firm of Gould & Henry, Powers’ brokers, 
settied the claim of H. I. Nicholas on account 
of a difference in transaction in Lake 
Shore, but the claims of the holders 
of puts and calls have not been settled. Pow- 
ers did not appear at the office of his brokers 
at all to-day, and although it is admitted that 
he is embarrassed, his friends claim that he 
will settle with every one in full. 


CLOSED ITS DOORS. 


The Columbian Bank of Philadelphia 
Makes an Assignment. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 30.—The ohecks of 
the Columbian Bank, 433 Chestnut street, were 
thrown out bythe Farmers and Mechanics’ 
National Bank because of a lack of funds. A 
reporter called at the bank before 3 p. m., and 
the officials refused either to confirm or deny 
the report or make any statement whatever.

THE BANK SUSPENDS. 
The Columbian Bank, a State institution, 
closed its doors this morning and on the door 
a notice was posted stating by order of tue 
Board of Directors the bank would make an 
assignment for the benefit of its cred- 
itors. At noon another notice was 
issued, sayi that the assignment 
had been made to S. Edwin N 
ee and F. P. Kernan, two attorne All ef- 
orts to obtain any statement as to the amount 
of liabilities or assets proved fatile, both the 
bank officials and the assignees declaring that 
they had not had time to inquire into the con- 
dition of affairs as yet. Itis believed, however, 
that the failure is a complete one. President 
Bell of the Farmers’ and Mechanics Bank 
with whom the Columbian has kept an ac- 
count for several years, stated the checks of the 
latter were dishonored because they nad no 
money to their credit, and, furthermore had 
no securities on de it, as was claimed by 
the Columbian’s officers. Mr. Bell said that 
the securities refe to consisted of 
cheeks and drafts on outside banks, and that 
the Farmers & Mechanics’ would not accept 
them except for collection, and if they proved 
good the money would be paid, but nothin 
would be advanced. It is underst 
from reliable sources that the chief causes of 
the failure were heavy advances made on 
drafts of the Ives-Stayner party of New 
York, and advances made on consign- 
ments of merchandise shipped from South 
America and other ints, which were 
not taken up by the consignees, thus leavin 
the bank ina crippled condition. A partia 
statement of assets and liabilities is promised 
for this afternoon, alth h it is doubtful if 
anything very definite can be learned before a 
thorough examination has been made and this 
will consume considerable time. The failure 
caused some excitement in the city, although 
among financial men it was not much of a sur- 


rise. 

* THE TRUE INWARDNESS. 

At 2:30 o’clock it was stated bythe bank 
officials that they would not issue a statement 
to-day, it being impossible to get matters in 
shape to @ it. Among the bank’s assets are 
bonds and stocks put down at $133,000, but 
their market value is very doubtful. 

A gentleman who is in a position to know, 
said to a reporter this afternoon: The 
status of the affair is just this: When the ne- 

otiations for the purchase of the Baltimore 
x Ohio stock from Robert Garrett were in 
progress, Ives deposited a considerable 
amount of money as a margin or premium,and 
when the negotiations were declared at an 
end, Ives did not get his money back and Gar- 
rett wentto Europe, thus leaving it tied up 
for sometime at least. Therefore, Ives was 
considerably crippled, and was probably un- 
able tosettie with the Columbian.’’ 

The solicitorfor the bank states there are 
probably $100,000 of the funds tied up in mer- 
chandise which was bought in foreign coun- 
tries on letters of credit issued by 
the Columbian, and the bank paid the drafts 
attached to the bills of lading when presented. 
They were unable to realize on these goods 
and they are now in storage.

Boodler McGarigle Beyond the Border—

Cnicaco, III., July 30.—The master of the 
schooner M. L. Higgie, which‘ left Mackinaw 
on the morning of tue 26th and arrived here 
last night, claims to have sighted the schooner 
Edward Blake on the morning of the 28th.

DEATH BY OFFICER HEATH. 


A Prisoner From the Holdover Presents @ 
Pitiable Spectacle in the Pelice Cour'— 
He is Sent to the City Hospital, Suffering 
From Wounds Inflicted by a Policeman’s 


Club—The Clubbing Donein an Attempt 
te Rescue a Friend Who Had Been Ar- 


When the First District Police Court prison- 
ers were brought up from the hold-over this 
morning ft was discovered that one of them, 
Alexander Possey, was in anextremely pre- 
carious condition. He had a number of cuts 
about his head, which was covered with 
bandages, and his face wore & deathly pallor. 
Blood was oozing from his ears and nose, 
and he looked like a man whose 
timo in this world was very short. 
When Judge Cady’s attention was 
Called to the man he immediately ordered his 
removal to the City Hospital, and instructed 
City.Attorney Butler to nolle prosequi the 
case. Anambulance was sent for and the 
man taken to his home, 1705 Park avenue, in- 
stead of to the hospital. His condition is 
such that the chances for his recovery are 
thought to be extremely slim. 

It appears that about midnight last night a 
car driver named Deanis Garvey was making 
use of loud and obscene talk and officers 
Heath and Coleman attempted to arrest him. 
There was a crowd of his  fellow- 
workmen and friends about and they 
protested and finally one of them, 
Possey, called the officer a vile name, it is 
claimed, and attempted to get the prisoner 
away. He and Heath had a tussle, in which 
the officer evidently 

USED HIS CLUB PRETTY FREELY. 
The arrest was made at Second Carondelet and 
Park avenue and the clubbing occurred on 
Chouteau avenue, near Seventeenth street. In 
the First District Police Court this morning 
Garvey pleaded guilty to a charge of disturb- 
ing the peace aud was fined $10 and costs. 
Resisting an officer was the charge against 
Possey, and when this was nolie prosequied 
the police complained, stating that they want- 
ed it tried.

Then Possey attacked 
Heath and endeavored to get his prisoner from 
him. As he did so Heath raised his club and 
Officer Luke McDonald came to the assistance 
of his fellow-officers, and the crowd desisted 
from their attempts to rescue the 
prisoner and both 
sey were arrested. Heath wanted 
the case to be tried so he could show how he 
came to do the clubbing. Thecrowd he had 
to deal with are rather rough citizens and 
were acting very ugly. He had either to use 
his club or lose his prisoner, and accordingly 
used the club. 

Heath's action is approved of by both Chief 
Huebler and Capt. Hercules. They say that 
there has been entirely too much ‘‘doing up’’ 
of officers of late, and they would much 
rather see a tough done up than have an 
officer carried home suffering from punish- 
ment received at the hands of a gang. Under 
the circumstances, Heath had no other re- 
course than to use his club.

Cremated Alive. 


CorcorD, N. H., July 30.—A frightful acci- 
dent occurred on the Hooksett Branch of 
the Concord Railroad this forenoon. The up 
accommodation passenger train was reported 
nine minutes late and coming via the Sun- 
cook Branch. A mixed train from Pittsfield 
was on time and started south from Suncook, 
for Hooksett, to connect with the 
forenoon train at Pittsfield. The train 
was on the siding ashort distance this side of 
Hooksett, when the passenger train, by reason 
ofa misplaced switch, ran upon the siding 
and crashed into the locomotive of the mixed 
train. Both locomotives were badly wrecked, 
as were the baggage and mail carof the pas- 
senger train and many of the freight cars on 
the mixed train. The engineers and firemen 
of both trains had time to jump and 
escaped “serious. injury. George French, 
express messenger, and Frank Barney 
a brakeman on the mixed train were instantly 
killed and others were injured. A relief train 
was sent outfrom this city with surgeons to 
attend the injured. A large gang of men 
were also dispatched to clear the wreck and 
remove obstructions from the track. The 
pecuniary damage will be heavy. This is the 
first serious accident that has happened on 
the Concord road for many years. A later re- 
port places the total number of killed at four.

WESTBEND, Wis., July 30.—A farmer of Ger- 
mantown named Arnold was awakened from 
his after-dinner nap yesterday by a little 
daughter, who told him his barn was burning. 
He rushed out of the house to find his little son 
hanging over the lower half of the barn door, 
the upper half being open. The little fellow 
was crying for his mamma' to help bim, and 
the flames were coming out of the half-open 
door. So intense was the heat that no one 
could rescue the boy, and the parents, power- 
less to do anything, saw the flames enwrap the 
little fellow, and saw bim suddenly fall back 
into tne fire.

THE PRINCE AND THE MARQUIS. 

A war of words and jealous anger still 
rages between Prince ERISTOFF and the 
Marquis DE LEUVILLE. It was begun a 
few weeks ago in Hyde Park, London, 
when the Marquis, in a fit of jealous rage, 
struck the Prince, it is alleged, as the lat- 
ter gentleman was riding in a carriage in 
company with an American lady whose 
ample fortune once fired the tender feel- 
ings of the noble Marquis. But now 
Prince Enisrorr, in a published state- 
ment, denies the Hyde Park incident, and 
adds: I don’t consider the Marquis DE

AT last we are in a fair way to have the 
experiment of general street sprinkling 
tried. Theordinance and appropriation 
have been passed, and the contracts let by 
the Board of Public’ Improvements in 
thirty-eight of the forty-two districts have 
been reported and approved. It only re- 
mains for Commissioner TURNER and the 


sprinkling is done according to contract. 
We have no doubt that they can in the 
next three months so clearly demonstrate 
the benefits and theeconomy of a general 
system of sprinkling that the public will 
never again consent to be deprived of it. 
Improvements in the details of execution or 
in the general outline of the system itself 
may be suggested by the experimental 
test, but whatever defects may be found 
in it we believe it will have on its credit 
side a large balance of comfort and econ- 
omy. When actual experience shall have 
shown the cost and the benefit of sprink- 
ling all the streets, there need be no 
trouble about seouring the water supply 
or raising the money. When the people 
see how small a special sprinkling tax per 
front foot will pay for it, such provision 
will be authorized by a popular vote if 
the money cannot be spared from the 
present revenues of the city.

The Least Onerous Tax. 


From the New York WORLD. 

The report of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue skows that this sytem of taxation 
yielded last year $118,885,757 of revenue, ata 
cost of only $4,075,000 for collection. Of this 
amount spirits yielded nearly $66,000,000, fer- 
mented liquors, $22,000,000 and tobacco, $30,- 
000,000. The new tax on oleomargarine, 
foolishly imposed last winter, yielded $723 ,000. 

These few articles are all that remain of a 
system that once extended to all departments 
of business and manufactures, and produced 
at its maximum $309,000,000 in one year. They 
are the least onerous taxes that are collected 
by the Government, either National or State. 
The rate upon spirits and malt liquor is so 
small—90 cents a gallon on the former 
and $1 a barre! on the latter—that the repeal of 
the tax would not cheapen the articles to buy- 
ers by the drink. The licenses are paid by the 
manufacturers and dealers, and are too small 
to affect the retail price. The tax of 8 cents a 
pound upon tobacco is a burden upon grow- 
ers, and the special taxes and stamps add 
somewhat to the cost of a domestic article 
which is a luxury of the poor. 

Inasmuch asthe revenue surplus now war- 
rants and demands a reduction of at least 580, 
060,000 in the annual taxes, it is right that the 
tobacco tax be repealed as part ofa judicious 
system of reform. But so long as the war 


charges scand, the tax on § 4&pirite 
should de retained. That will pay 
the pensions and the tax on ter- 


mented liquors will provide for nearly one- 
half of the interest on the public debt. 
Neither of these taxes is offensive. They 
should not, as the Democratic platform well 


keeping up the present unjust, unequal and 
onerous tariff system.’’

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


THE STRIKE AT THE LITTLE BOLLING 
MILL STILL UNSETTLED. 


Present Condition of the Disagreement—A 
Stranger Assaulted and Robbed—Exces- 
sive Assessament—Minor Items From 
Across the River. 


The strike at the Little Rolling Mill still con- 
tinues and with no favorable prospect of set- 
tiement. The strikers kept away from the 
mill grounds this morning and no committee 
was sent by them to confer with the managers. 
It its impossible to run the mill with- 
out the laborers, and, unless new work- 
men are hired to fil) their places, the 
heaters and rollers will necessarily have to 
remain idle. Col. Meysenburg has not yet de- 
cided whether he will hire new workmen, and 
until be does it cannot be known whether the 
mill will remain closed down for any length of 
time ox not. Should new workmen be hired 
and the heaters and rollers goto work again, 
as the managers believe they will, 
the mill could again be started up at 
once in full diast, although troubie 
from the locked-out employes would be ex- 
pected. But itis doubtful whether the heat- 
ers and rollers would go back to work if new 


laborers were employed. The striking 
laborers assert that they have their 
word for it that — would not. The heaters 
and rollers reti- 
cent as to they 
would take under the circumstances. 

The busmess men are very anxious to see an 
understanding arrived at betwen the strikers 
and their late employers, as the closing dows 
of the mille ie a greatlossto the clty. The 
employes of the mill number over 500, and the 
average wages earned by the men is §2.50 per 
day. This makes $1,250 6 day, or $7,500 a week, 
which is distributed among the men, and 
cessation of the circulation of this amount of 
money inthe city would be greatly felt if it 
lasted for any length of time. 

ASSAULT AND ROBBERY. 

A man who gave his name as Frank Balcer 
made his appearance at the police station last 
night with a horrible cut over his right eye.

The assessment of the city of East St. Louis 
proper, thatis, not including Brooklyn and 


outside lands which are in East. St. 
Louls Township, but not within 
the corporate limits $3 105,870. 


The assessment of Belleville is $2,371,155. 
The difference, $734,715, is just about one-half 
what Mr. Lovingston claimed. They urther 
assert that such an excess is only equitable, as 
there is more valuable property in this city 
than in Belleville.

the organizing mind contro the 
working hand, but it controls even 
the merely inventive mind; and every 
improvement in the curvesof a plow- 
share is the result of a series of single 
suggestions of separate inventors com- 
bined by some organizer into a structure 
which is, compared with the origina 
sharpened stick, almost — the prod- 
uct of mind. There is nothing which 
commands such power as an organizing 
mind, unless it be that subtle faculty 
which we cali genius in the poet or the 
man of science—a Tiner and her power 
which unconsciously remolds the world, 
organizing mind and all. 

| have been hoping all my life to see 
signs that co-operation will one day dis- 
—＋ competition; but that day seems as 
ar off as ever, because it is competition 
not co-operation, that knows how to avail 
itself of the organized mind. All the 
testimony from England, where oo-opera- 
tion has gone much farther than here, is 
to the effect that, while distributive co- 
operation. -that is, the selling of goods on 
that method—has been carried very far, 
yet productive co-operation, or the pro- 
duction of goods by joint effort, has 
made very little progress. The explana- 
tion is very obvious. The ablest writer 
who bas come from the ranks of hand 
labor in England, so far as I know, 
Thomas Wrignt—who calls himself ‘‘The 
8282 Engineer,’’ and names his book 
“Our New Masters’’—charges the diffi 


organizing mind on the side of ‘co-opera- 
tion. There is, he says, such a thing as 
and the existence 

of this is fatal co-operation be- 
cause workmen themselves cannot be 
relied upon either to find out this 
talent or to trust it. The objection does 
not seem quite conclusive, when we re- 
member that Carlyle and others have con- 
sidered all Republican government im- 
practicable on the same ground—tbat hu- 
man beings oould not or would not of 
themselves select theirablest men to rule 
them. In governmental affairs this has 
been partly compensated by the fact that 
men have at least learn better to rule 
themselves. For some reason or other 
this 1 does not apply itself so read- 
ily in business as in itics. Perhaps it 
is because business, which conoerns every 
man’s bread, is more intense and absorb- 
ing than politics, and hence is reorganized 
more slowly. 

Undoubtedly the practical quality that 
needs most to be developed in women ts 
the organizing mind. Not merely for the 
keeping of boarding-houses, but for all 
other purposes, what they need the most 
isthe power of headship, the capacity of 
managing a large enterprise, and having 
other workers to labor under their direc- 
tion. Itis idle to say that they are want- 
ing by nature in this, faculty; the State 
has always assumed that it was a thing to 
beexpected of queens, and the Church 
has recognized it alike in the abbesses 
ofthe Roman Oatholio faith and in the 
deaconesses of Puritanism. It has simply 
developed more slowly in women, because 
the exigencies of home and child-bearing 
have largely preoccupied them, and have 
made it necessary for men to undertake 
the task of organizing chelife and labor of 
the world. Buinvone who sees how rh gt 
women have come during the last thirt 
years into the charge of great benevolen 
operations, uch as were once left to men 
only, can doubt th» existence of a grad- 
ually-maturing power, in them which 
‘hall yet make them far more po- 
tent factors even than now in public 
works. Meantime, the knowledge of their 
Own need of organizing mind should give 
them another object lesson in Pn ow ober

MONKERN’S MACHINE, 


Two Jersey Burgiars Utilize a Track Tricycle 
in Their Operations. 


By Telegravh to the Posr-DisrATeR. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 80.—Timothy and Tom 
Monkern, who have committed over twenty 
robberies in South Jersey in the pastfew weeks 
are behind the bars of the Camden jail. To 
them belongs the creditof utilizing an in- 
genious machine in committing robberies over 
alarge section of country. They eluded ar- 
rest for weeks by means of the machine, al- 
though officers by the score were on 


their trail and rewards to the amount 
of $500 were offered for their capture. 
The machine ts known to railroad men 
as a track tricycle. It is a light iron 
arrangement with three wheels, just fitting on 
the standard-gauge tracks, and is propelled 
by a treadle and endless chain. It will carry 
two men with ease, and is capable of attaining 
a speed of twenty miles an horr. The machine 
which the robbers found so useful was used by 
the section foreman of the Sea Isle City Rail- 
road, and was housed in the station at the 
terminus of the road. Onthenightof July 8, 
three stores were broken into at Ocean City 
and plundered of valuables and goods. The 
stution was entered and the tricycle stolen. 
On this machine the burgiars piled the most 
valuable of their booty and worked their way 
to Sea Isle Junction, thence on tothe West 


Jersey Railroad and escaped. This 
was but-the beginning of a series of 
robberies, which caused intense excitement 


along the West Jersey, Camden & Atlantic and 
New Jersey Soutnern roads, aod terrorized 
South Jersey.

Tim- 
othy Monkern was captured through the 
watchfuiness af Detective Doak, who had 
been employed by the railroad to ferret out 
the burglars. Early yesterday morning Doak 
discovered the missing tricycle, which be had

Before condemning Mr. Garrett, 
itis only fair and just to wait until both sides 
of the question shall have been heard; and 
considering Mr. Garrett’s being in Baltimore, 
it is to be presumed that he would never make 
any deal on the part of the B. 4 O. Company 
which would not be advantageous to our city. 
A NEW YORK OUTLET WANTED. 

It will be remembered that upon the com- 
pletion of the B. & O. road to Philadelphia, a 
connection with the Reading & Jersey City 
roads was soughtto be obtained, and would 
have been accomplished had not the manage- 
ment of these companies fallen into hands un- 
friendly tothe B.&0O. It is confessedly of 
vital importance to the success of the B. &0. 
Philadelphia extension thata New York con- 
nection should be obtained, at least tempo- 
rarily, untilthe B. & O. can build to New York 
by wayof the Staten Island route. It was 
therefore underthese circumstances not un- 
reasonable that Mr. Garrett should seek to 
effect a combination which would give the B. 
& O. an outlet to New York, and to accomplish 
this object was unquestionably the 
chief motive of Mr. Garrett’s effort to 
carry out the deal. The first negotiation 
with the Sully syndicate was for a 
grand combination between the B. & O, 
Reading, Jersey City, and Richmond Terminal 
system. Mr. Sully obtained from Mr. Garrett 
an option, or rather an agreement, to sella 
controlling interest in the stock of the B. 4 0. 
Compauy forthe purpose of carrying out the 
combination. The traflic from the B. & O. and 
Richmond Terminal was presented as a strong 
inducement to the Reading and Jersey City to 
join the combination, and the use of the latter 
two roads for their New York business was the 
chief object of the B. & O. and Terminal. The 
failure of Mr. Sully to interest his associates 
in the Richmond Terminal Company, or the 
management of the Reading and Jersey City in 
the combination, was probably due to the ap- 

— magnitude of the scheme and the 

ack of requisite funds to carry it out. Mr. 
Sully having retired fromthe field, the Ives- 
Stayner combine took the matter in hand, and 
being very enterprising financiers, the Balti- 
more & Ohio deal was again started, but with 
greater and wider pr portions. In addition to 
the Baltimore & Ohio, Reading, Jersey City and 
Richmond Terminal system of roads, the Ives 
syndicate added the Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton and other roads in the West and at- 
tempted to carry the deal through. 
THE SECOND DEAL FAILS. 

We understand that Mr. Sully did not pay 
anything for his option, but that before ie 
Garrett would commit himself to the Ives syn- 
dicate, a deposit of $300,000 was required and 
obtained. pon this Mr. Garrett again agreed 
to make a sale of the controlling interest in the 
stock of the Baltimore & Ohio Company at a 
certain figure, and later on, as we are in- 
formed, the Ives party accepted Mr. Garrett’s 
offer, and transferred and handed to him 
$1 800.000 Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton stock 
as part payment of the purchase money. Cer- 
tain dates were fixed ior the deferred pay- 
ments, which payments, as we all know, were 
never made, and the whole deal fell through. 
The agreement, as we understand it, between 
Messrs. Garrett and Ives, was that the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad Company, 
telegraph, express and every other interest 
was to kept entire. Just here appears to 
have been the cnuse of the disagreement and 
failure of all negotiations. It is stated. and 
apparently the statements are at leasttoa 
certain extent worthy of belief and justified 
by subsequent developments, thatone of the 
schemes of the Ives party to raise the neces- 
Sary amounts to make the stipulated pay- 
ments to the B. & O., was to make a sale of 
the B. & 0.

CAPT, JOHN ERICSSON, 


The Great Inventor’s 84th Birthday—His 
Temperate Life. 


NEW YORK, July 30.—To-morrow will be the 
84th birthday of Capt. John Ericsson. He 
lives, as he has lived for more than thirty 
years, at No. 36 Beach street. There is no 
busier man in the whole city than he, and yet 
no man lives more remote from its. turmoil 
and confusion. His whole life is devoted to 
scientifiC and mechanical studies. Social 


leasures he has none. He has no visitors 

ut those who have business with 
him. His time is divided according 
to rigid rules which make the most ofthe 
twenty-four hours in each day. He has shown 
himself able to devote himself to sedentary 
work for twelve hours a day for 365 days in the 
year for thirty-seven years together, with 
scarcely the loss of a day. This is because 
since he was 40 years old Capt. Ericsson has 
followed the most exacting rules of temper- 
ance in eating as well as drinking. One day 
with him goes as another. He is called at 20 
minutes before7 4. m., summer and winter. 
On rising he rubs his skin thoroughly 
with dry towels, previous to a vigorous scour- 
ing with cold water, crushed ice being added 
to the water insummer. Gymnastic exercise 
follows before dressing. At 90’clock a frugal 
breakfast is taken consisting of eggs, tea and 
coarse bread. At half-past 4 o’clock he dines, 
the dinner invariably consisting of chops or 
Steaks, a few vegetables, brown bread and 
tea again. Tobacco he never touches. 
The hours from dinner until 10 o’clock 
at night are usually devoted to work,and from 
10 o’clock until midnight Capt. Ericsson seexs 
exercise in the open air. During working 
hours his time is divided between the drawing 
table and the writing desk. The day’s labors 
conclude with a record of its occurrences in a 
diary which has one page devoted to each 
day, never more, never less. He has reduced 
life almost to an exact science.

MILITARY EXECUTIONS. 


now GN. BRAGG SHOT COON HARRIS, A 
GUIDE AT CORINTH. 


How a Man Forgot His Uniform and Lost His 
Life as a Consequence—A Visit Home and 
Its Fatal Sequel—Three Executions 


Army Correspendent Describes How 
Bragg Shet Men to Death With and With- 
out Court-Martial. 


Bpecial Correspondence of the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW York, July 26.—The Post-DIsraTcH re- 
cently published a story taken from the Amer- 
jous (Ga.) Recorder, illustrative of the sum- 
mary methods of Gen. Bragg in dealing with 
the soldiers of his army, and with it a strange 
sequel furnished by Dr. Chas. Garcia, & well- 
known physician of St. Louis, who proves to 
be the hero of the incidents referred to. They 
occurred at Corinth twenty-five years ago. 

It appears that the doctor was 4a member of 
the Beauregard Rifles of the Crescent Regi- 
ment of New Orleans, and with that command 
had participated in the bioody two-days fight 
at Shiloh on the 6th and 7th of April, 1362. 
Falling back to Corinth he was taken ill with 
the camp fever, and not being able to find a 
surgeon, for everything was in confusion in- 
cident to the process of evacuation, he went 
to the train where he expected to obtain pas- 
sage to Tupelo, whither the Confederate army 
was about to retreat. While passing down the 
platform looking for the carsin which the 
sick were to be transported, the young fellow 
he was then only 20 years of age—was grufily 
ordered by a Sergeant in charge of a squad of 
men to tall in and help load the stores. The 
soldier replied that he was too ill to work and 
if able he would be with his regiment. This 
act of insubordination being reported to Gen. 
Bragg, who was standing by, the latter in per- 
son ordered the young man to goto work. 
The reply was the same: I am too ill, Gen- 
eral, and I cannot do it. 

‘‘What! You dare to disobey my orders?“ 

„Under the circumstances I do, sir, was 
the calm reply. 

Calling the Lieutenant of a Louisiana compa- 
ny doing guard duty, the General said some- 
thing to him sotto voce, and then, with 
flashing eyes, gave the order: 

„„Take six of your company and carry this 
man to that grove and shoot him!’’ 

The disobedient soldier was immediately 
marched to the grove, and placed upon a 
camp-stool with his back to a tree. He refused 
to be blindfolded, but took off his watch, 
chain and ring, wrote a name on a piece of 
paper and handed it all tothe Lieutenant, 
asking that the jewelry be sent to the address 
given. ‘‘NowI am ready, he said. 

The rifles were leveled, but the young man 
looked into their muzzles as quietly as though 
he was being photographed. After a moment 
the Lieutenant gave the order to ‘‘recover 
arms,’’ and then quickly advancing to the 
soldier whose life had seemed so near death, 
complimented him upon his bravery, returned 
his jewelry and told him he might go. 

Meeting Gen. Bragg a few minutes later, the 
officer narrated the circumstances. ‘‘Good!’’ 
was the grim response; that's the mettle I 
want my men made of. Find the boy and bring 
him to me—I’!li promote him. 

Search was made but the ‘‘boy’’ never was 


found and recognized, although subsequently 
while standing guard at Beauregard’s head- 
uarters at Tupelo, he once more encountered 
— face to face. It is only now that the 
oung soldier of Corinth has revealed his 
ident ty withthe strange romance, aud veri- 
fied the almost forgotten story. 

The article in question has been widely re- 
printed by the press of the country, and re- 
calls another incident of which the writer was 
an eye-witness. It also occurred at er 
but a few days priortothe evacuation of tha 
place, and is a type of numerous other execu- 
tions at that critical time. Some of the vic- 
tims paid the penalty of death for the crime of 
desertion, and under the circumstances it 
may have been proper enough, because prep- 
arations were being made for an early retreat, 
and the utmost secrecy was necessary; but in 
many instances, the killing by court-martial 
was ordered by Gen. Bragg for causes that 
were not justified by either officers or men. 

A FATAL WANT OF UNIFORM. 

Our quarters were not far from town on one 
of the roads leading to Farmington, where an 
attack had been made a few days before bya 
portion of the command of Gen. Pope, and 
we had reason to expect another at any mo- 
ment. On the night of May 21 this expecta- 
tion was intensified by the capture of a guide 
who was piloting a Federal detachment to- 
wards one of the Confederate outposts, and 
who, on being confronted by Gen. Bragg, 
frankly confessed that a portion of the Federal 
army was in motion, and a battle might be 
fought within twenty-four hours. Moreover, 
he boldly acknowledged his business, and 
gioried in the fact that he was a Union man. 

What are you doing in citizen's clothes?’’ 
sternly inguired Bragg. 

‘‘What your men found me doing,“ said the 


guide calmly. 


Where is your @rder or commission from a 
Federal officer to act as a guide?“ 

‘‘I have none, was the almost haughty re- 

ly. ‘*l knew the road and volunteered.’”’ 

Other questions and answers followed, after 
which Bragg, calling one of his officers, gave 
him an order and the prisoner was led off by a 
file of men. Every member of the staff knew 
at that moment that another human life was 
going out. Within an hour a court-martial 
was convened and the unfortunate man sen- 
tenced to be shot at daylight. For the re- 
mainder of the story I refer to my notes writ- 
ten at the time. 

** HEADQUARTERS GEN. POLK, May 22, 1862.— 
Before sun-up this morning another of those 
scenes occurred that are so terrible, even 
when eyes are accustomed to the bloodshed of 
battle—a military execution. On some occa- 
sions,a regiment or brigade are called out 
and, with siow step and muffled drums, march 
to an open field, forming three sides of a 
square, with the culprit and regular shooting 
detail in the center, where the example may 
be seen by all. The ceremony is solemn and 
impressive. 

In the present instance, however, there is 
nothing to be remeinbered but a shackly army 
wagon, drawn by two mules, a stoical-looking 
man with pinioned arms sitting on a long box 
chewing tobacco, a strageling crowd of thirty 
or forty long-haired Texans, a rifle volley, a 
splush of brains, and a grave. That is all. 

Amore bravely met death than that man 
suffered I never witnessed. As he rode by our 
quarters not the most critical observer could 
have discovered from his expression any dif- 
ference between him and a curious by-stunder, 
save that it was a face pale, nonchalant, de- 
termined, and almost contemptuous. Ar- 
riving at the place of execution, which was in 
a narrow shaded valley about a quarter of a 
mile distant, he jumped lightiy from the 
wagon, lingered a moment to seg his coffin 
removed, and then sauntered carelessly down 
to the tree beneath whose branches he was to 
meet his fate. 

There being no ceremony about the pro- 
ceedings, no chaplain, no prayer, no nothing 
to indicate that a fellow-being was about to be 
ushered into eternity, two or three of us 

ped to his side, and with the Lieutenant 
in charge of the shooting squad, engaged ina 
brief conversation. He suid that be was a 
native Tennessean named Coon Harris, and 
that he was 40 years of age and a resident of 
Paris or Paducah—I am not certain which. He 
also conceded that he had made a mistake in 
not wearing a uniform, for it would have un 
doubtedly saved him from being shot aga spy. 
But he was not afraid to die, ‘‘and 
tell my family and friends, he added, t 
any of you boys get a chance, that I did die 
like a vo man. There was not a cooler 
or more unconcerned ron in the crowd 
than that prisoner. His eye, bold and uu 
wavering, looked now around the ‘little 
throng, and again vacantly jn the distance, 
as if thoughts of home or futufe might occu- 
py his mind, but neither cheek bianched nor 
muscie qutvered. The man seemed made of

A DESERTER’S DEATH. 

With reference to deserters from our lines, 
they doubtless caused much anxiety to our 
general officers, and provoked wilt ven-

erates ran by the pickets at a single ee 
and when safely beyond range turned an 
tantaliged their comrades with insulting re- 
marks. The same — another made an at- 
tempt, but not knowing the rg | uncon- 
sciously drifted back to a pointon t e Purdy 
road, where he was met with the sharp halt 
of one of our sentinels. ; 

Oh, you needn’t — NL good a 
Federal as you ars, was the . 

What — you doing horet then?’’ retorted 
the Southerner. 

I have just deserted from the Confederates 
and have come over to give your General some 
valuable information. The Southerners are 

oing to make an attack on youin the morn- 
ng. and there is likely to be the liveliest kind 
of scrimm you ever saw, but I’m tired of 
fighting and I want to get to your rear. 

Very well; come right in.“ 

The moment the deserter did so the picket 
seized him and called the officer of the post. 
Taken to headquarters the man made 4 clean 
breast of his purposes and threw himself on 
the mercy of Gen. Bragg. He said that he 
was an Englishman; that his heart was not in 
the cause, and he hoped by giving informa- 
tion to the enemy to be rewarded with facill- 
ties for getting out of the country. 

Bragg, in his cold-blooded way, remarked: 
1 can ovide those myseif, and at once. 
Here, Colonel, dispense with the preliminaries 
of a court-martial; order a detail and have 
this man shot. In all such eases Bragg was 
merciless, and an Egyptian sphynx could not 
be more dumb to a or the agony of tears. 

Still he was not without a sense of humor or 
a stranger to kind offices. A soldier who had 
been favored with a leave of absence teile 
graphed to his neral that he had been mar- 
2 Week a desired an extension of his 
furlough. The application, taking the usual 
course, finally came to the hands off Bragg, 
who, scanning it for a moment, and ascertain- 
ing thatthe manhad always done his duty 
bravely, wrote on the back, ‘‘ Your leave is 
extended for thirty days. See Deuteronomy, 
chapter 20, verse 7; also chapter 24, verse 3.“ 
When this response was received, the Bible 
was instantly called into requisition, 
and the following quotations were found: 

And what man is there that hath betrothed 
a wife and hath not taken her? Let him go aud 
return unto his house, lest he die in battie 
and another man take her?“ 

The second reference read: 

‘*‘When a man hath taken a new wife, he 
shall not go out to war, neither shall he be 
charged with any business: but he shall be free 
at home one year and shall cheer up the wife 
that he hath taken.’’ 

A PITIFUL DEATH. 

Another execution which the writer wit- 
nessed in the Western army was that of a cav- 
alryman, a Tennessean, who had deserted, 
not to the enemy, but had simply gone home 
so see his wife and little ones. he case was 
a sad one, for his family were in distress; yet 
the stern court-martial demanded his death 
as an example. It was not until the morning 
of his execution that the poor fellow became 
aware ofthe day or hour that was to terminate 
his career, but he had prepared for the crisis 
and when the fact was announced he nerve 
himself to brave death in whatever shape it 
might appear. This composure never left 
him

The pris 
oner was clad in an every day-suit of civilian’s 
clothes, with his breeches carelessly tucked 
in the top of his boots, and as he sat there 
watching the preparation for the tragedy, 
looking upon the faces of his old comrades 
with whom he had been associated in camp 
and field, alone and helpless, with the agony 
of death so near, and eternity already open- 
ing to his vision, the acutest observer would 
have failed to detect any indication of tremor 
on his person. Stern, strong, chim as a 
statue, he waited until the regiment had filed 
into position before him. 

After the lapse of five or six minutés came 
the squad of ten who were to act as his execu- 
tioners, and halted twelve paces distant.

SHERIDAN’S RIDE. 


How Buchanan Read Came te Write That 
Famous Poem, N 

From the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 
Read’s last studio was upon the north 
side of Fourth, just east of Elm street. It 
wast here that Gen. Hooker first met the 
distinguished lady who afterwards became 
his wife. ‘‘Sheridan’s Ride“ was com- 
posed Monday, Nov. 1, 1864, in the front 
room of a three-story brick buildi et 
standing and now known as No. 49 West 
Eighth street, then occupied by Cyrus 
Garrett, Esq., brother-in-law of Mr. 
Read. 
The simple story of the composition of 
the famous ode isthis: The evening of 
that day had been set apart forthe Mur- 
doch ovation, which took place at Pike’s 
Opera-house. Mr. E. D. Grafton, the 
eminent artist, had met Garrett upon 
Fourth street in the morning and handed 
him Harper’s Weekly, containing the pic- 
ture of ‘‘Sheridan’s Ride tothe Front.“ 
After a word of conversation in regard to 
the illustration, Garrett took the picture 
to the residence, and soon after the sub- 
ject of the celebrated ride, as 
sketched, came up. The following is 
Mr. Murdoch’s account of that conver- 
sation, as told — — the stage, by way of 
a prelude to reading the em: During 
the morning a friend with whom I was 
conversing happened to pick up the last 
issue of Harper’s Weekly, on the title page 
of which was the picture of Sheridan. 
There's a poem in that picture,’ said my 
friend. ‘Suppose I have one written for 
you to read to-night?’ ‘But,’ I replied, 1 
shall not have time to look it over and 
catch its inner meaning and beauties, and 
besides Jam notin the habit of reading a 
poem at night written in the morning.“ 
That friend was Cyrus Garrett, who had 
previously familiarly said to his brother- 
in-law, Buck. there is a poem in that 
picture.“ To which Reade replied: ‘‘Do 
you suppose I can write a poem to order— 
just as you would Kl to Sprague’s and 
order a coat?” (Itis Alexander Hill's 
impression, however, that this remark 
was also made by Mr. Murdoch to Read.) 
After this Read and Murdoch parted— 
Read to his room and Murdoch to his 


musings. 
When Read retired to his room he said 
to his wife: ‘‘Hattie, donot let me be in- 


terrupted. lam not to be called even if 
the house takes flre.“ During his seclu- 
sion Read called for a cupof strong tea 
and then resumed his pen. About noon 
his work was done. The poem was given 
to his wife to copy, while Read at once 
left home and going over to the studio of 
his friend said: ‘‘Grafton, I have just 
written something fresh—hot from the 
oven—and left Murdoch committing it for 
recitation to-night.” 

Concerning the reception of that poem, 
as inimitably interpreted by Murdoch, the 
Commercial’s report was: Peal after 

eal of enthusiasm punctuated the last 

hree glowing verses. So long and loud 
was the applause at its end that Mr. Mur- 
doch was called to the footlights, and Mr. 
Read only escaped the congratulations of 
the audience by — respond, as 
he could not adequately do, he seemed to 
think, to the clamorous utterances of his 
name. 

A remark made by a prominent citizen 
may also be gives as indicating the effect 
upon the audience. When the poem was 
ended and Sheridan had “got there,’’ 
with profound relief, the late William 
Reser said: “Thank God! I was afraid 
Sheridan would not get there.”’ 

In a conversation with Read,” said 
Mr. Grafton to the writer, ‘‘I once ven- 
tured to say: ‘Read, did you take nothing 
but a pot of black tea into your room with 
you when you invoked the muse for 
‘*Sheridan’s Ride?“ To my surprise, ina 
most unexpected placid manner he said: 
‘I took nothing else but that. Let 
me confess to ou a fact: I 
can do nothing with the en unless 
Iam clear-headed. 1 know,’ he contin- 
ued, ‘that poem, with its faults, came 
from no inspiration of the bottle. I would 
like, however, to have corrected some of 
those faults, but Bayard Taylor advised 
me not to allow the least change or 
emendation,but to let it stand as written.’ 
The wisdom of this advice insured its ac- 
ceptance, and, if I mistake not, it now 
stands word for word as the muse gave it, 
nothing to add or subtract. 

“Mr. Read also said thisto me: ‘They 
may talk what they choose about Byron, 
Burns, Poe and others writing so finely 
under the influence of drink, but I don’t 
believe a word of it.
